»romise is unto you and to your chil- 
dren, and to all that are afar off, even 
as many as the Lord our God shall call.” 
But kind reader, do you understand 
this proclamation? if you do, you will 
see that this gospel is not oe by 
any of the priests of this day. Let us 
therefore analyze and examine it sen- 
tence by sentence. You recollect 
they already believed, and the next 
thing was for them to repent: . first, 
faith, second, repentence, third, bap- 
tism, fourth, remission of sins, fifth, 
the Holy Ghost, was the order of the 
gospel.
